"liffi WELLINGTON TROUBLES. 

The events of the pi.st day or two mufit 
have coavinced the "Welliiigtoniana that 
in rosisting tbe operation of tbo law tlioy 
made a griovouH and futnl blmulor. When 
they coaoluded to "siriko" for §1.20 por 
ton of mined coal, it wa8;^pTeBumed that 
they had weighed the disadvantages^ of 
the 8tep;.BgainBt the advantages. Thoy 
must have known that in leaving the em- 
ployment of Dunsmuir, Diggle Co. 
they had no farther claim on that firmjfor 
a roof. The letters that have appeared in 
pf int from the pens of sonae of the Btrikois 
prove t^em to bo tho poBsossors of too 
much intolligonco to imnyino tbat in do- 
flancQ of law ami ciiuity thoy could remain 
in undiBtuvbed possossiou of houses that 
were erected for their aocommodatiou so 
long as they remained in the employ of 
the owners. The miners were mere ten- 
onts-at-will, who, having received legal 
notice to quit the premises, declined to 
oomply. Brought into Court they oppos- 
ed the 'iBBUance of writs of ejectment nud 
failed. This would have satisliod auy 
reasonable men. But tbe miuera of Wel- 
lington are clearly not reasonable. Tboy 
wanted to inflict all tbe loss Iboy possibly 
could upou tboir lato emijloyers, booauso 
thoy would not (in tbo face of a falling 
market thoy could not) oonsent'fo an nd- 
vange in the rate of woges.aiid were deter- 
mined that only a part of tlie loss should 
fall on tUemael^eB. . They vrote willing to 
''8tVp'''viro'rk'a8 a matter of principle; but 
they showed themselves quite as ready to 
•acri&oe principle to expediency. It suit- 
ed their purpose to work uolongor for tbo 
Wellingtou company. Tboreforo tUoy 
•truck. It did not Huit their couvenionpo 
to vaoato llio compiiny'a houHos. 'I'bcro- 
fore tbey retained possossiou of thorn. 
What they ofl'ared up ito.priaoiplejon the 
one hand tboy sacrificed to expediency 
on the other. If in ''striking" they wore 
. actuated (as one of their number wrote) 

■ i'tyia'high. and noble spirit of indepen- 

'denbe^i in consenting to bo beholden to 
the company for their roof-trees they 
must have been inspired by a mean and 
groveling emotion of dopondonco. 

It is truly a Bid sight to eeo women and 
children turned out of comfortable homes 
and left with Mother Earth for their pil 
low »nd the blue canopy of heaven for 
tbeir ooveringr Everyone must keenly 
regret that a step so extreme should have 
' 'beefi' found necessary in vindication of the 
law.But had tbe Government failed to take 
the step which their sworn duty forced 
upon them, the effects of the shock 
that would have been dealt to law and 
order in the Province would have bcLMi 
almost fatal. Capibilista would have hes- 
itated to select us ii fii-Id for investau-nt 
a country wbero the ls"iv und iti aduiinia- 
trators wero babituully sot at dc- 
HaDce; and a feeling of insecurity would 
have affected o\evy ostabli.shed interest. 
Neither could greater injury have been 
iutiicted on tbo miner- themselves than 
by leaving them to tnoir own dovicos. 
Emboldened by immunity from arrest 
.■,*and punishuiunt, thoy would biivo pro- 

■ grestod in lawlocsiiuss until tho worst 
scenes of the Fenn-sylvauia strikers would 
'bave been enacted within the borders of 
British Columbia. The action of the Gov 
ernment baa been prompt and in every 
respect worthy of a vigorous ndminislra- 
tiou. In dis|)atcbing tlio military to tbo 
disturbed district, a force Bullicueut to 
protect tbo civil oilicers iu the diuidmrfjo 
of their duties was sent. Had they sent 
a weak and inefTicient body tbey would 
have invited what thoy wished to avert — 
an attack. It is all well enough 
for people at a eafe distance, from tho 
scene of disturbduce to say that there 
would have been no resistance under iin^- 
circumstances; tbat tho Suporiulou<lont of 
Police and balf-a-dozon policomou could 
havo performed all tho work that a .smull 
army has accomplisbod. Wo know that 
a deputy sheriff armed only with writs of 
ejectmout was laughed at; and it is known 
that tho High Sheriff and a dozen depu- 
ties wore on two occasions assaulted and 
driven from tho locality. It is also no- 
torious tbat two largo bodies of workmen 
impoited to tako the placo of tho strikers 
were cajoled and intimidated and not al- 
lowed to go to work. The majesty of tlio 
law has been asserted at Wellington. Tho 
orders of the Court have been enforced . 
The ringleaders in resistance aro iu custo- 
dy; and tbo extent of tlioir puniiliment 
naay depoud upon the future conduct of 
their friends and fellow-strikors at Wel- 
lington. Should outrage or intimidation 
be resorted to in a spirit of retaliation, 
a punishment so severe that it will act aw 
a deterrent may bo imposed. 

Havingsaid tbis much upon the triumph 
of law^and jorder at Wellington, lot us 
look at the strike from an economic stand- 
point. Both Nanainio and Wollingtoii 
are already heavy los'.'rs tluougli flio 
strike. Tbo stoppa^'o of tbo oirculution of 
-$20,000 a month, amongst a small iJoi)ula- 
tion.is a serious matter; but if tho stop- 
page occurred through a struggle for 
prinoiple— if, for iastaoce. Capital had 
sought to trample on Labor and Labor 
had resented tho attora[>t, no just man 
would complain of pecnuiiiry loss, A 
paltry question of doUarsaud ueuta wouhl 
not enter into discussion of tho points at 
issue. So far as wo can gather from the 
Mr. Dunsmuir's statements of vvagoBpaid, 
however, the men of Wellington were no t 
underpaid. For a few hours' work each 
day thoy r. coivod waptcs far in excess of 
those p'aid to coal- miuera in other dis- 
triotu— wages that in a fow years wouhl 
have onablod them if provident to lu'- 
cumulato a competoucy. I'or many moiithH 
tho market price of coal has tended down 
-ward and all coast ooUiexies are worked 
at a loss. Still, no demand was made on 
the minors for a reduction in tbo rato 
paid them for taking out coal. Tho pro- 
prietors appeared contont to "pocket 
their loss" for tbo snko of "keeping tho 
market" for their coal. Knowing wall 
those facts tho Wellington miners came to 
the extraordinary resolve to strike for an 
advonoo of pay. Now we do not question 



vanoe. If^ inatead of §1.20 they had de- 
manded $5 per ton, people might have 
called them lunatics or idiots; but tho 
moral and legal n5rA<'t6Xfix 'the price of 
thoir labor would not havebeen disputed. 
While so much wan conceded to tho min- 
ers, surely tho right of tbo proprietors to 
refuse to pay tbe advance demanded must 
have been equally beyond question. 
Dunsmuir, Diggle & Co. have as un- 
doubted a right to fix the rate they will 
pay for labor as their miners have to .say 
what thoy will furnish it for; and if the 
employers feol that thoy cannot moot the 
demands of tboir employes it is the duty 
of the latter to make way for those who 
will accept terms which thoy reject. If 
thoy will not retire peaceably, the Gov- 
ernment are hound to , employ all their 
reaonrces of men aud -money to compel 
them to go. But we hope that necessity 
for further action will not arise, and that 
tho miners of Wollington will soon repu- 
diate tho advice of bad men and return to 
work at a rote of wages which candor com- 
pels us to say is above tho average. 
Should they, unfortunately, continue tho 
present {dog-in-the-manger 'policy, they 
will abon find th'oniBelvoa in a worse 
plight than the man in the fablo who 
killed tho goose tbat laid tho golden ogg. 
He lost tho bird only. They will lose 
both bird and egg. .

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About 11 6'olobk on Sunday morning 
last the Ist and 2nd companies of the Vio- 
toria Militia, numbering 60 men all told, 
having embarked on the Maudo. left 
Spratt'B Wharf for New Wostminater 
under the'dommand oi Ool.'HdughtoQ and 
Captains 'Vinter' and' ' Wolfenden. The 
civil division of tho forces consisted of 
six of tho Sberifl 'B posio and Suporinten- 
doiit Todd with Gonatables Lindsay, Mc- 
Cartliy and special Gonstublo Kennedy. 
The weather outside was wet, with a cold 
wind, which Booa drove some of the men 
into th& cabin, where a .vote of thanks was 
tendered to Messrs. Hibb'en & Oo. for the 
thoughtfulnosa and liberality they had 
displayed in sending on board a stock of 
illiibtr.ited and other papers for tho nao of 
the militia on the oxpediticin. No syuip- 
toms of soa-sickuoss were noted and noth- 
ing was the matter with anybody except 
bungd;rj.when dinner time aikproaohod. 
The steamer reached Ladner'a Landing 
simewhere near 6 o'clock and found 
W. il. Ladner's bouse in flames. Stopped 
and enquired if wo could bo of any as.'eia- 
tnueo to him; but wore told that we were 
too late. The house was oonipietely burnt 
up and the flumes wore still flickering 
■while we lay there. 

AT NEW WESTMINSTEn. 

At 6 o'clock we reached New Wostmini- 
tor and found Capt. Peelo and Lieut. 
Spott, with a ocowd of the good folks of 
thia|'Boyal City, waiting 'on Jthe.; wharf. 
Xieave was granted to the Victoria men to 
go ashore until 10 o'clock. Col. Houghton 
proceeded to the drill-shed, whore 31 men 
of the New Westminster Biflos and 20 of 
the Seymour Artillery answered to roU- 
eall, making with the olHcers and Dr. 
Trevi^5 men who, added to the 60 from 
:^iot6rj^, raised tho namber of men .under 
arms to'vory n^ar 120 men. The' Colonel 
inspected the urms and addressed the mon 
on tho natiira i.f the duty before thein, 
which he said n-quimd the groatPKt stoud- 
ineds on the p.irt of both ofBcer^ and mon, 
cautioning thorn on no account to lose 
their temper or take any notice of the in- 
8Qlt8V.«hioh"mi^ht' barofE'dred to them. 
The NeV Westminster men then murcbed 
down to the Maude and were provided 
with haversacks, after which they were 
dismigsed till 10:;50 p.m. By 9:45 the 
bugles wore sounding and tlio Victoria 
Corps returned to the ship, some of the 
New Westminster men soon following 
them, and all were on board by a little 
after eleven o'cloTok. '

The Maudo started again at 3 a. m. and 
was abreait of tho lightship by about 6 
a.'m;,jWlien.tUf^bpj!t reused got 
breakfast. Tiie New Westminsters are a

ATTEMPT AT 0OUPKOMI8E. 

Mr. Brnnton, of Nanairao, oamo on tho 
scene and spoke very sensibly to some of 
the men and afterwards held a cousuKa- 
tion with tho Sheriff in which ho jjropoH- 
od that if Mr. Harris would stay proceed- 
ings for half-an-hour he (Briintou) would 
try and get tho committee mon to agree to 
go out quietly next day if they were allow- 
ed to stay for, thatnight. Tho Sheriff told 
Brunton he could have an hour if ho 
wanted it, and he loft with a minor, whoso 
name is unknown to your correspondent, 
to try his luck. While waiting tho mon 
atanding nround iudulgoJ in a good di iil 
of abuso of tlio Militia (who wi;ro, how- 
ever, out of hearing at this stago of tho 
prooeedings) . Ono man said he had 
been a militiaman, but would never be- 
long to Buch a dirty crowd again. News 
was brought back that tho miners' com- 
mittee refused tho proposition. On re- 
suming operations two men were told that 
they must leave in 21 hours 'or they 
would be ejected by force. 

A SOBIMJfAOi:. 

A man named W. 0. Baker rofnsod to 
give up possession when called on and lus 
house was broken open by order of tho 
Sheriff. Baker used throatening laiigiia{,'d 
and was removed by his friouds. Shortlv 
after this, while Bakers goods were being 
removed, Constable Lindsay who was 
Standing close by heard an altercation be- 
tween Baker who had got back to his 
house and one of the Sheriff's men and 
went in to see what was tho matter. On 
getting inside ho found Baker and tho 
b iiliff struggling for possession of an axe 
which he (Liud^ay) strut-k from tht-ir 
gra'ip. Baker then turned on Liod,-<aj, 
Our corrospondent hearing somu ono call 
out to Superintendent Todd that one of his 
maa was being illused ran after the Su- 
perintendent to the scene of action' and 
arrived just in timo to i<ee Mr. Tudd dash 
into the houte and almost instantly renp- 
l-oar dragging Bakor after him, while cou- 
tables Mc;Carthy, Lindsay and special of- 
ficer Kennedy folloned, each having hold 
of Baker who was very violent and resist- 
ed BO violently that it took all four of the 
constables to handciiff him. One of the 
Wellington men hero talked as if ho had 
half a mind to rescue Baker, and for a 
momontor two our corroapuiulont thought 
the battle was about to begin.

Was very demonstrative and indeed dis- 
tinguished bersoli throughout the pro- 
ceedings, putting a stone in iier handker- 
chiel aud threatening to use it like a 
slungshot on one occasiop. Ho return to 
Baker. Superintendent Todd offered to 
arreat tho bailiff if thoy could procure a 
magistrate's warrant. Biker declared that 
if all the mon in the mine were of his 
mind the 01 owd from Victoria would not 
arrest ono of thum. Baker at last was 
alkod off to a shady spot and 
cooled gradually down, praying twice 
during tho process for the h.indcnffs lo be 
roinovod bo that he might get satinf iction 
out of tho bailiff, promising to eomo back 
and surrender himself after >vards. He 
said that the bailiff was going to break up 
the bedstead on which his wife had died 
and it was that that maddened him. Ho 
WHS told good bumoredly that this was 
impossible and in answer to enquiries as 
to what would be done with him ho wua 
told that ha was only tnkoa in charge for 
Mafe-keeping and il qiiist would bo re- 
leased at night as iiono of tho officers 
made any cliargo against him. Tho day 
being now about over, Victoria Company 
No. 2 were ordered to pile armn and go 
down to the boat and foteh their blankets, 
Company No. 1 slandiug guard over their 
weapons until they rotiirned. Tlueo pris- 
oners who had boon arrested during the 
day 'for usHaiilting and obslriictiiig tho 
Sheriff and his niou nii their former visit 
were marched off to tho vessel under a 
guard of. the Seymour Artillery. Their 
names are Jas 'I'hompson, Alex. Hogau 
and Alex. Phillips. On returning to tho 
vessel our correspondent found that a 
member of ono of tho Victoria CompaiiieH 
bad been arrested for insubordination. 
Victoria Company No. 2 having got their 
blankets, returned to relievo their com 
radcs and stand guard at the pit until 
they in their turn were relieved. 

BBFIiBCTIVB. 

All on board the Maude soon went to 
bod and did their best to got a littlo slee[). 
It may be thought by our readers that 
the scones of tho day wore pathetic. If 
they had seen thom they would perhaps 
change their opinion. In must cases 
throughout the twodays' work of clearing 
out ttie houses by the Sheriff's men and 
tho packing of the goods belonging to the 
occupants down to the tramway truckn. to 
be carried olT Dimsniuir's propoi ty, which 
latter operation mado a vory long jub of 
the business, tliero woro few pathetic 
Bconos. Even tUu weeping of tlio women 
Y/as interspersed with remarks and 
threats, which showed that their tears 
were the result of vexation ond rage as 
much SB misery, while tho demeanour of 
tho mon wn.s more that of mon who,oi'.t of 
pure ob-itin inoy.woreeurrying out iiistrnc- 
tiouB which thoy cUinioil to have received 
from thoir legal advisers than that of 
people who woro surroudoring to ii resiat- 
ible foree their dearly loved homea. Some 
even as much as admitted that thoy wore 
trying to hold on to tho honsos to "get 
square on Dunsmuir" for tho money 
which they alleged was due to them on 
tkair elaiau fei Skort vsigbt. 



SECOND day's campaign 

On Tuesday, May Ist, the bugle sound- 
ed at 5:30 a.m. The men turned and 
talked over the news of the night. The 
company on guard had been relieved and 
woro accused by some of tho.'C on board 
tho steamer of taking possession of more 
blankets than belonged to them and con 
sidorable chaff was exchanged on tha 
matter.

The Victorians who were at tho front 
for the night suffered terribly from some 
wild animals, which were very plentiful 
in the neighborhood;^ and^altlio&gHt the 
boys had seen and felt such creatures be- 
fore, they all declared they had never 
known thom to bo so ferocious. They 
may possibly have thoir use in tha world 
and it is just possible that the "vigilance 
of one young gentleman of the Victorians 
while on duty was due to his fear of them. 
It is asserted that ho nearly frightened to 
death some stranger, who refused to 
answer his challenge, by the a1aority:with 
which he presented his -bayonet -'to his 
breast. 

' I PW THB XBAOK. 
Another little adventure of tho night- 
watches was tho throwing of tho engine 
oirtho track when starting to return with 
No. 1 company from guard duty at front. 
Ah this occurred beforo full speed was at- 
•taincd all on tho trucks escaped with a 
slight shaking. It was agreed by all hands 
that this was an accident daeto the points 
not being pulled into place and no one 
was blamed for it. Our special started 
out with tifcs Woatminstor Kifles, who 
were ordered to go to the front to relievo 
tho Victorians, who went down to tho 
Maudo to breakfast, after which all went 
to tho front again. 

RDIIOIU 

Had been circulated that a strong body of 
men were coming over from Nauaimo to- 
day to reinforce the Wellington men. 
While waiting ot the front the West- 
minster llifles cloimed to be tho strongest 
company on tho ground, numboriug 31 
men. At 7:30a.m., all being on the 
ground. Col. Ht.ughton made the neces- 
sary disposition for supporting the Sher- 
iff. Whether in consequenoo of reports 
above alluded to, or to the hints of some 
of tho Sheriff's men that they did not care 
about working nnless the. '.'sqdgers" were 
brought nearer to them,' deponent saith 
not; but to-day more detachments ware 
told off for picket duty and planted so as 
command tho field of operations at all 
points. Sam. Harris was ejected, tho by- 
standers singing out to him to have a 
round or two with the man who packed 
ofl' bib traps. Two or three other houses 
wero cleaned out, the women abusing the 
Sheriff aud his mon and one of them re- 
gretting that she had no - rotton eggs 
hundy and declaring that if times were 
not so hard she would throw good ones 
rather than none at all. A Mr Beau 
cha'up and wife, who were just recovvriug 
from a severe illness, were allowed to re- 
tain their house unmolested. 

A F0KTREB3, 

The house of Jo3. ilo.'-kins was quite a 
cnrio.sity from the manner in which it 
was barricaded. The doors wero braced 
with beams and sticks in a most seieutiflc 
manner and the back door was complete- 
ly .abattered before an entrance could be 
offdcted. Some of the women here talked 
about slapping faces and ref awed to pack 
away any of the things which were 
brought out, oui of them remarking that 
"if the bailiffs broke thaelock they wouLl 
have to pay for it and that was what 
was tuo matter." Henry Boss was 
allowed to retain posses-ion of bis house 
for the present on acconnt'of hisdaughter 
being sick and two others were allowed 
time to move out.

shouts of laughter. All being , over the 
Militia leturned on board the Maude and 
pro'ieeded to New Westminster, aud your 
correspoDdent went off in ode of the 
Maude's boats to get on board tbeCariboo- 
Fly. 

OUIl BOLD SOLDIHR BOTS. 

Tlio conduct of the militia throughout 
thu all'air is, of course, a matter which 
must bo left lo tho consideration and de- 
ci-ion of their oihcers; but if an outsider 
lU'.y put in a word your correspondent 
would like to observe that in his opinion 
thoy acted well. Except in tlie case of tho 
ono man already spoken of as bei:;g 
under arreHl.'.lieir behavior was splendid. 
All were (luiet and sotlate, allowing all 
abuse and jokes from tho miners to pass 
unnoticed, obeying orders with prompti- 
tudo and conducting themselves iUrough- 
out in a cool, composed manner, which, 
in tho humble opinion of yours respect- 
f nlly, is the surest guarauteo that if they 
had been called on by thoir officers thoy 
would havu been found ready and willing; 
although now that it is over your corres- 
pondent is perfectly cortaiu that they like 
himself are heartily glad there wus 
no bloodshed. Col. Houghton, with 
Captain-Adjutant Vinter, Capt. Wolfen- 
dor, Capt. Peele, Lieut. Scott, and others 
of the officers were assiduous in the dis- 
charge of thoir duties and in contributing 
to the comfort of their men.
